Our old Geatetner duplicator - which was 'handraulio' and 
would have exhausted operators before half way through a magazine - 
has been traded in for a healthy sum on a reconditioned later model. 

The magazine cover will have a new design, drawn by Ccanmittee 
member Mr..Bill Stapleton (our Sightings Investigations Officer) and 
this design we hope, will be retained for some time. Our covers for 
one year will be the same colour, but numbered 1,2,3 or 4, ao eaoh 
year there will be a different colour enabling you to more easily 
order baok copies. 

We have calculate|d that we can duplicate at least four 
magazines for the cost of one printed one, therefore the price will 
probably be reduced making our publication easier to sell.

Service, some of the reports may be too old to publish by the 
time we receive them.

It may be a little cheaper, but it will be a good 
job. This will ensure that our machine will pay for itself 
in a short time ajnd we can then buy other equipment either 
for duplicating or for some other section of research.

The object, first 
thought tc be a falling star did 
not disintegrate or disappear but 
continued down and Increased in size- 
As it came closer into hef- vlslor 
it suddenly appeared to srurt out a 
long tall of bright flame(like that 
of a comet) except that the flame of

hot ^ S 'owed down, veered to her left and

It disappeared behind a bank of clouds but was so bright it could be 
observed. There wa[s a break in the clouds and the object could be 
seen travelling abo^t the speed ox a large aircraft and flashing a 
dark red light or fl^ame which blinked on and off in quick succession 
Several other people reported the object at the same.time.
